This matter came for trial on June 24, 1997 at approximately 
9:00 a.m. Plaintiff was present and represented by H. Stan 
Johnson, Esq. and R. Brian Oxman, Esq. Defendant was present and 
represented by Neil J. Beller, Esq. Defendant did not stipulate to 
residency. The Court has found jurisdiction to be proper, and makes 
the following Findings of Facts, Conclusions of Law and Order of 
Dissolution. 
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FINDINGS OF FACT 

lL. Defendant's Answer and Amended Answer on file in this 
matter have been stricken pursuant to the discovery sanctions 
provided by NRCP 37(d) and NRCP 37(b) (2) (C). 

Ze Defendant invoked his rights under the Fifth Amendment. to 
the United States Constitution and declined to respond to Discovery 
requests. 

3. Defendant sold community property in violation of the 
Joint Preliminary Injunction and prior Court orders. 

4. The parties have been married somewhat in excess of eight | 
(8) years and each of the parties is employable and able to earn a 
Living. 

og, The extent of community assets cannot be ascertained. 

6. The location of ali community assets cannot he 
ascertained. 

7. fhe parties are incompatible in their tastes, natures, 
views, likes, and dislikes and there is no possibility of 
reconciliation between the parties. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW 

Plaintiff is entitled to an absolute Decree of Divorce, thus 
IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED THAT: 

The bonds of matrimony now and heretofore existing between the 
parties are dissolved, set aside and each of the parties is 
restored to his/her single, unmarried status. 


That Plaintiff's maiden name of La Toya Jackson. be restored to 
her as her full and legal name.
